The amendment filed 3/6/2009 under 37 CFR 1 . 1 16 in reply to the final rejection has 
NOT been entered. The final Office action, mailed 10/29/2008, is maintained. 

The proposed amendments to independent claims 1 and 3 alter the scope of the claims 
such that further search and consideration is required. For example, the claims have been 
amended to recite "assaying the levels of expression of the nucleic acid sequences set forth in 
SEQ ID NOs:29, 30, 31, 32, 33, 34, 35, 36, 37, and 38, mRNA transcribed therefrom or protein 
encoded thereby in a renal allograft tissue biopsy sample." Further search and consideration is 
required to determine if the recited sequences are genomic DNA sequences such that mRNA is 
transcribed therefrom in renal tissue. Moreover, the proposed amendment to claim 3 broadens 
the scope of the claim from obtaining a test sample after administration of a CR inhibiting agent 
to obtaining a sample after exposure to any transplant therapy. New claims 15-18 have not been 
previously considered and, thus, would require further search and consideration. 

With regard to Applicant's argimients directed to the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first 
paragraph, all arguments are directed to the newly amended claims. As discussed above, the 
amendments have not been entered. Therefore, the arguments are moot and will not be 
addressed.
